Francis B. Runder Confesses Responsibility 
for Loss of Funds Belonging to Govern-= 


ment, But Says He Does 


Not Know 


What Has Become of the Money. 


WAS SUSPENDED WHILE 


UNDER SURVEILLANCE 


Inspectors May Find Further Lossin Accounts 
of Man Who Has Held Present Position ~~ 
for Ten Years and Was Reappointed in 
Spite of Politicians’ Opposition. = 


Francis B. Runder, cashier of the St. Louis Postoffice, was 
arrested in his office in the Federal Building Saturday afternoon 
by United States Marshal Morsey on a Federal warrant charging 
embezzlement of $9028.33. He was immediately arraigned before 


Commissioner Babbitt, waived preliminary hearigg and his 


was fixed at $10,000, which he has not yet furnished. He declined 


to make any statement following his arrest.

Runder admitted the shortage to Postoffice Inspector J. i 
Stice and John D. Sullivan, who spent the morning with him, and 
said he was responsible for it, but that he did not know what had 


become of the money. 


Runder was suspended by Postmaster 
Wyman before his arrest. H's salary 
was $3000 a year, and it is said he had 
in his charge sums averaging $100,000 
a day. He has been in the Postoffice 
%*% years and has been cashier 10 years. 


Had Confidence iv Runder. 
Postmaster Wyman raid that the ex- 
act amount of the shortage had not 


}hean ascertained. 


“lt was shocked when the postoffice 
inspectors told me of their discovery,” 
sai4 Mr. Wyman. “I régarded Mr. Run- 
der as one of the most efficient and 
faithful employes in the service, 

“T have discharged for various rea- 
sons a number of employes since I be- 
came postmaster two years ago, but I 
never entertained the slightest doubt of 
Runder’s ability and industry. 

“IT may say the investigation of Mr. 
Runder’s affairs is still in progress and 
it will continue until all the facts are 
obtained.”’ 

Runder has been kept under close sur- 
veillance bv Post-office inspectors dur- 
ing the past two days. He remained 
rearly all day Friday in the office of 
Chief Inspector Fulton. 

He ts under bond for $100.00. The 
surety company which issued the bond 
sald to have instituted the inquiry 
which revealed the discrepancy. 

Bond Agent With Runder. 

A representative of the bonding com- 
pany was the first to apprise Runder 
that his arrest was imminent. This 
man, a Mr. Samuels, called at the Run- 
der home, 3022 St. Vincent avenue, Fri- 
day night and remained all night with 
Render. 

He and Runder left together Saturday 
morning, Mrs. Runder being under the 
impression that both were going to the 
office of the surety company. 

Mrs. Runder made the following 
statement Saturday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“TI have known of this trouble since 
last Friday. Of that day my husbap~ 
to'd me that charges would be * | 
against him, tn all probatilty, and | 
his enemies were to blame. 

“T am confident that he Is Innocent 
T heve been married to him for 21 
years, and a better husband never lived.

Until Oct. 1 the Terminal Association 
sold 60-ride tickets, good for any mem- 
ber of a family, at $), and 30-day tick- 
ets, permitting H rides, for $3. These 
tickets are no longer sold. Instead, an 
arbitrary charge of % cents for each 
passenger carried across the bridge has 
been established, and no lower rate is 
granted to regular passengers. 

Many persons living In East St. Louls 
work in 8t. Louis, and many persons 
res.ding in this city work acrogs the 
river. By purchasing commutation 
tickets they have been able to mike the 
trip both ways at a total cost of Il 
cents each day. The cheapest the same 
trip may now be made is 10 cents each 
way, or 2 cents a day, on the street 
cars, making a difference of $2.50 to $3 
a month. 

Regarding the discontinuance of com- 
mutaticn tickets, W. 8. McChesney Jr., 
president of the Terminal Association, 
said Saturday only: 

“I know of no change in Terminal 
rates.”’

GUTHRIE, O. T., Oct. 21.—Two chil- 
Gren of Irvin Anderson were killed near 
Jennings, in Payne County, last night 
by a tornado that swept through that 
fection...

Anderson and his wife were badly in- 
jured, and in the same neighborhood 
Miss Edna Root suffered a broken leg. 

The storm coursed its way down the 
valleys of House Creek and the Cimma- 
ron River, destroying all before it. 

The little town of Yale was almost 
wiped off the map. Hardly part of a 
house was left standing. No one is re- 
ported as killed, though several injured 
were found among those who were not 
able to get into the cyclone caves with 
"which nearly every house in the place 
is provided. These dugouts afforded ref- 
uge from the storm and accounts for 
the absence of fatalities. 

Not a farm house was left standing 
in the path of the storm down to the 
valley and much live stock was killed. 

No fatalities have yet been reported 
from the country. 

Property loss will be considerable. Tel- 
ephone wires arn down in all directions. 
and it is hard to get at details. 


MANY LIVES AND BOATS 
LOST IN LAKE STORM, 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct, 21.—The terrific storm 
which has been sweeping Lakes Michi- 
gan, Huron and Erie for two days, is 
subsiding, and the awful cost 
ginning to be reckoned. 

Twelve human lives are known to 
have been lost, and there are eight oth- 
ere not yet accounted for, and the hope 
is clung to that they may be yet found 
safe. 

Ten large and two small lake vessels 
are complete wrecks, with their cargoes, 
16 others are badly damaged, and there 
je no accounting at this time the num- 
ber of smaller craft lost. 

Pounded by heavy seas, hardly a lake 
port remains that has not suffered 
heavy damage to shipping In its harbor 
and destruction of wharves and pliers. 
Many summer resorts are completely 
ruined. 

The property loss from the storm will 
fun far into the millions.

companies doing business in Missouri. 

These institutions, it understood, 
will not have for their ultimate end the 
debarring of any particular company or

Une feature of the life insurance busi- 
ness that is being practiced by many 0: 
the companies, especially those organ- 
ized under the Missouri laws, is what is 
termed “Special Board Contracts.”’ 

It is questionable whether there is au- 
thority by law for the issuance of these 
contracts and this is one of the things 
that will have the close scrutiny of 
the department, and it may result in a 
ban being piaced on their issuance 
Much compiaint is also received by the 
department concerning the methods 
used by the agents of one cumpany or-

in the total population of 6,580,000 estimated for 
London, the “city” of London proper is only a com- 
paratively small factor. London beyond the city 
proper but still inside the extended limits, has a 


—_ = 


, population of between four and five millions, but the 


total population claimed is that of “Greater Lon- 
don,” with all its manufacturing and residence sub- 
urbe included. 

By the method followed in estimating the pop- 
ulation of London and other great European cities, 
a total population of 2,500,000 is estimated for Chi- 
cago this year. The population of Philadelphia is 
raised to over twbd millions. 

Separated from New York City by the Hudson and 
by the New Jersey State line are a score of cities 
and large towns, as much a result of its overflow 
and as essentially a part of it as our Illinois sub- 
urbs are of St. Louis. When these New Jersey sub- 
urbs are added to the total of Greater New York, 
it rises to 5,500,000. 

A study of St. Louis in Illinois, made for the ben- 
efit of readers of the next Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
shows a rate of recent growth which makes proba- 
ble a population of over a million for the St. Louis 
area east of the river before the close of the present 
generation. 

With its principal manufacturing and residence 
suburbs in Illinois added, “Greater St. Louis, city 
and county,” now has a population estimated at 
892,000, excluding much of the Illinois population in 
the St. Louis area which belongs to farms, market 
gardens and coal mines. 

Including this, the estimate of 900,000 population 
in the area of Greater St. Louis seems conservative 
enough for 1905-6. The rate of growth on which it 
is estimated is phenomenal on both sides of the 
river, and on the East Side it is frequently aston- 
ishing. 

On both sides of the river, all the people of the 
greater city have a right to be proud of it. On this 
right, they ought at once to base plans for fuller 
practical co-operation in advancing all its inter- 
ests. 

Our Ilinois suburbs are so essentially a part of the 
city as a whole that their apparent division from 
the city by the river and the Illinois State line 
makes no essential difference in their power to con- 
tribute to the prosperity of the whole city. 

In fact, every activity of theirs in the great over- 
flow of manufacturing and other interests from 
west of the river, is now entering fully by its own 
necessary logic into the development of all inter- 
@sts in St. Louis. 

There is no real separation and no possibility of 
actual division of interests because of a political and 
geographical division which is overruled by the par- 
amount facts of a common life. 

We can no more afford to overlook St. Louis in 
Illinois than St. Louis in Illinois can risk the least 
attempt to pull apart from the sources of its vitality 
and strength. 

The “long pull, the strong pull and the pull alto- 
gether” ought to be organized and realized at once

NEW YORK 
EDITORIAL OPINION

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—That wonder- 
ful woman’s bank at Joplin, Mo., 
arouses the World's enthusiasm today 
into saying: ‘“‘The bank's cashier, as- 
sistant cashier and three bookkeepers 
are women. In the State of lowa are 
at present four women bank cashiers 
and 18 assistant cashiers. 

“No lowa band directed by a woman 
has ever failed and no woman placed in 
a bank position of trust has proved 
unfaithful. And this in a State which 
has seen 36 bank failures in 14 years, 
leading to six suicides and six convic- 
tions in the criminal courts. 

“It has been said that in the small 
things of life—particularly in trifling go- 
cial emergencles—woOmen are more read- 
ily dishonest than men. So far as the 
evidence of the states go, the ratio of 
reliability in large fiduciary affairs seem 
to turn the other way. The return from 
Iowa and Missouri should not be lost 
upon depositors and policy-holders else- 
where. It may be necessary to demand 
for the common good that the banking 
and insurance affairs in genera] sha!l 
pass to the control of the safer gex.”’

Wives in Poorhouse. 

On Oct. 12. H. E. Hart, Superintendent 
of the Poorhouse, addressed a letter to 
the Health Commissioner directing his 
attention to the fact that two of the 
city’s patrolmen, Henry 8. Claggett of 
3796 Ellendale avenue and Patrick Eagan 
of 1514A Deer street, who were drawing 
calaries of $90 per month, were recelv- 
ing charity from the city of St. Louis, 
as their wives, for whose support they 
were legaily and morally responsible, 
were kept without charge in the insane 
ward of the city Poorhnouse. 

That this letter of Superintendent 
Hart was as spontaneous as appears 
on the surface is denied in some quar- 
ters and it ts alleged that the letter was 
written after an investigation prompted 
from headquarters. in full view of the 
action contemplated against Sergt. 
Straughan. 

The charge under which Sergt. Alvin 
Straughan was to have lost his official 
head is said to have been that he owed 
the city $13983 for the maintenance of 
his wife. Hattie, who since Oct. 10, 1904, 
has been an inmate of the insane Asy- 
lum and for whose support he pledged 
himself at the time of her admission to 
pay $15 per month.
